CASH-STRAPPED Sandwell 
Council spent more than £12 
million on agency staff in its 
under-fire children’s services 
department in the past five 
years, new figures show. 

The department has been ranked 
inadequate by Ofsted twice in succes¬ 
sion and running of children’s social 
care is set to be taken out of the coun¬ 
cil’s hands. 

The expenditure figures, revealed by a Free¬ 
dom of Information request, show how the au¬ 
thority spent more than £2m in both 2014-15 
and 2015-16 on the temporary staff. 

A critical report from Government-installed 
commissioner Eleanor Brazil in June said the 
council’s investment in the past decade had 
failed to bring the department up to scratch. 

Agency staff spending peaked in 2013-14 
when the council splashed out £4,170,595. 

In 2014-15, £2,035,484 was paid out and, in 
2015-16, £2,096,644 was spent. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, cabinet member 
for children’s services said: “It’s important 
to mention that this cost is spread across the 
whole of children’s services including staff in 
schools and our education department, not just 
in children’s social care. We vigorously monitor 
the amount we spend on agency workers. 

Halved 

“Obviously it’s preferable to employ perma¬ 
nent staff but sometimes it’s not possible due 
to the necessity to fill short-term vacancies and 
demand pressures. It’s a great success that we 
have halved our spend since 2013-14.” 

The authority paid out a total of £1,987,873 
in 2011-12 and £2,786,338 in 2012-13, accord¬ 
ing to the figures. Ms Brazil was parachuted in 
to the department in December as a commis¬ 
sioner following an ‘inadequate’ Ofsted rank¬ 
ing, and given a six-month watching brief. 

Discussions are continuing into how chil¬ 
dren’s social care will be run in the future. Both 
options being considered would see control re¬ 
moved from the authority’s hands and handed 
to outside bodies. The two options are either to 
move children’s social care to a voluntary trust 
with the council’s co-operation, or to appoint an 
executive commissioner to oversee care. 

The final decision rests with Minister of State 
for Children and Families, Edward Timpson. 

A Department for Education spokesman said: 
“The service in Sandwell has been found to be 
inadequate and we are urgently working with 
the council to look at the ways we can deliver 
the improvements that are needed.” 


LIFE is sweet in West Bromwich as a The Lit¬ 
tle Dessert Shop has opened its latest branch 
in the town.

The business offers a range of desserts in¬ 
cluding ice-cream and cakes, as well as a take¬ 
away service. Many of the staff who have been 
taken on were long-term unemployed.

West Bromwich public have been warm to us 
so far and we hope to be successful.” 

The Little Dessert shop is also hoped to re¬ 
vive The Farley Centre area which at present 
only offers homeware retailer B&M, with the 
former post office and Morrisons buildings 
laying empty. 

Since the Wolverhampton store opened last 
year it has quickly built up a loyal following 
with hopes of it becoming a national chain. 

Thousands of people have piled into the city 
centre shop in Queen Street since it opened in 


May 2015, with long queues stretching down 
the street and hungry customers getting in 
line before it even opens. It even scooped a na¬ 
tional award for Dessert Outlet of the Year in 
2015 and an Express & Star Business Award 
back in May this year. 

Each decadent dessert is lovingly hand¬ 
crafted with something for everyone’s taste. 

Area manager Dane Bartholomew said the 
idea for the Little Dessert Shop came about 
after visiting similar outlets in Europe and 
America. He said: “Everyone enjoys a sweet 
treat.”

West Midlands Ambulance Service spokes¬ 
man Jamie Arrowsmith, said: “On arrival at 
the scene, crews were told that the man, who 
had come to rest on the central reservation, 
had initially collided with a barrier. 

“One of the trust’s patient transport vehi¬ 
cles had already stopped to offer assistance 
and together with bystanders were adminis¬ 
tering CPR on the man. Ambulance staff took 
over but unfortunately it quickly became ap¬ 
parent that nothing could be done.”

SANDWELL pupils were 
able to celebrate with some 
excellent results after their 
GCSE results were an¬ 
nounced. 

At Ormiston Forge Academy in 
Cradley Heath students achieved 
a 53 per cent A*-C pass rate for 
five GCSEs. Three years ago this 
figure was 44 per cent. 

There was also improvement at the 
top end with a record 91 A* grades 
amongst the year 11. 

Principal Andrew Burns said: 
“There’s no secret; we work hard and 
play hard. I have to thank my staff for 
their continued effort and dedication 
in ensuring our young people get the 
education that they deserve. 

“Congratulations also to our stu¬ 
dents who commit to study and work 
incredibly hard and who deserve 
great success.” 

There were record results at Orm¬ 
iston Sandwell Community Academy 
(OSCA) in Tividale where there was 
full Olympics-style medal ceremony 
as students arrived to collect their 
results, including a winner’s podium.

Fifty-five per cent of students 
achieved A*- C grades in English and 
mathematics, and the academy en¬ 
joyed a huge increase in the number 
of students achieving the top A* and 
A grades with over 33 per cent of all 
results one of these top grades. 

Individual success stories included 
Adam Foster who achieved six A*s 
and three As, Liam Ashcroft who 
gained six A*s, one A and two Bs, 
Joseph Boucher who got five A*s 
and four As and Sabah Akhtar who 
achieved five A*s, three As and one B. 

Principal Marie McMahon said: 
“Once again, I am so proud and 
pleased of everything that our stu¬ 
dents have achieved. Our best ever 
GCSE results, on top of our best ever 
A level results last week is absolutely 
fantastic. 

“We really stress the importance of 
striving for excellence in all that we 
do at OSCA, and, just like Team GB, 


this has paid off for Team OSCA. A 
massive thank you.” 

At the Grace Academy in Darlas¬ 
ton, the school celebrated its best 
ever results and pupils were able to 
celebrate with teachers and a spe¬ 
cially arranged table of soft drinks. 

There were 12 pupils particu¬ 
larly celebrated who, between them, 
achieved 50 A* or A grades. 

Kieran Hale will be starting at a 
technical college in the autumn with 
the view of becoming an architect. 

He said: “I’m over the moon with 


my results. They weren’t expected. 
School has been good and it’s been 
different.” 

The school said its 61 per cent of 
pupils attaining at least one A* or 
A grade were the best results in its 
history. 

Another outstanding pupil, Kiran 
Kaur, will start her A-Levels at 
Queen Mary’s High School in Wal¬ 
sall in September, attained an A* 
in biology and four As in other sub¬ 
jects. She hopes to eventually follow 
a career in dentistry. Ryan Allmark, 


who will be staying at the school to 
complete A-Levels in maths, business 
and sport, said: “I’m really happy. 
I passed everything - with an A in 
maths and I wasn’t expecting that.” 

Bristnall Hall Academy pupils also 
scored better than their contempo¬ 
raries a year before - with 56 per 
cent of all pupils gaining five GCSE 
passes. That was five per cent more 
than the year before. 

Outstanding performer Hannah 
Gowing achieved seven As grades and 
four As. 


Dealer who 
had drugs in 
bag on a day 
out is jailed 

A DRUG dealer who carried a brick of 
cocaine in a carrier bag on a day out with 
his young daughter in Birmingham has 
been jailed for more than eight years. 

Carl Brookes was arrested as he came 
out of Five Ways 
railway station 
on the morning of 
April 14 with the 
three-year-old. 

A search of the 
drawstring bag re¬ 
vealed a kilogram 
of the compressed 
93 per cent pure 
Class A drug, which 
had a street value of 
around £185,000. 

A further search of the 31-year-old’s 
home in Aqueduct Lane, Alvechurch, 
uncovered an industrial press, which, 
when forensically tested, showed traces 
of cocaine. 

At Birmingham Crown Court last 
Thursday, he was sentenced to eight 
years and seven months behind bars 
after pleading guilty to possession of 
Class A drugs with intent to supply. 

Det Con Phil Caldwell, from the Se¬ 
rious and Organised Crime Unit, said: 
“Brookes clearly used his daughter as 
a smokescreen to deflect attention from 
his criminal activity. 

“It’s abhorrent that he should use a 
young child in such a way. We will not 
tolerate drug dealing and the associated 
criminality and anti-social behaviour it 
brings to our communities.”

Simpsons, based on Highfield Road, 
entered the guide for the first time this 
year, ranking an impressive 35 out of 50. 

Adam’s, based on Waterloo Street, 
also came in at number 41 in the Wait- 
rose 2017 Good Food Guide. 

Simpsons, which was awarded a 
Michelin Star in 2000, describes its food 
as ‘Inventive British cooking’ delivered 
in a ‘Georgian dining room, conserva¬ 
tory and garden terrace.’ 

Last year the restaurant was totally 
refurbished. 

Luke Tipping, chef director said: “We 
are thrilled to bits with coming number 
35. It’s been a rollercoaster year with 
new changes and our refurbishment, it’s 
great to see this is being recognised and 
we are moving in the right direction.” 

Adam’s holds a string of accolades 
including a Michelin Star, three AA Ro¬ 
settes and a score of 7 in the Good Food 
Guide.

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Beards will 
face retrial 
over rape 
accusation 

A WOMAN found guilty of the man¬ 
slaughter of her friend will be retried 
for rape before the end of the year, it 
has been revealed. 

Julie Beards was found guilty of the 
manslaughter of 20-year-old Susan 
Whiting by a jury at Leicester Crown 
Court in May. The 36-year-old is in 
custody and is awaiting sentence. 

But the Crown Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice has now confirmed that she will 
be hauled before a jury once more on 
December 5. 

Her husband, Steven Beards, has 
already been jailed for 33 years after 
being found guilty of the murder and 
rape of Ms Whiting, who was found 
dead at Julie Beards’ bungalow in 
Heather Close, Bloxwich last August. 

The same jury did not find Julie 
Beards had committed murder under 
joint enterprise, but instead convicted 
her of manslaughter. They were ac¬ 
quitted of deciding if she was guilty 
of rape after indicating they were un¬ 
likely to reach a majority verdict on 
the charge. 

For several days Ms Whiting’s fam¬ 
ily had to travel to Leicester Crown 
Court to hear the gruesome details 
of her killing. But the CPS has con¬ 
firmed the retrial will be held closer 
to home at Birmingham Crown Court. 

Ms Whiting, who had a learning 
impairment, had met Mrs Beards at 
Walsall Adult and Community Col¬ 
lege where they were both students. 
She was last seen alive by her family 
on Sunday, August 16, when she was 
dropped off at Julie Beards’ bungalow 
for a sleepover. 

When her mother returned the fol¬ 
lowing morning to pick her up she was 
told Ms Whiting had left just before. It 
soon led to a wide-scale police search 
due to Ms Whiting’s vulnerability. 

Jail term cut 
for biting thug 

A THUG from Birmingham who bit a 
woman during a brutal attack has had 
his jail term cut by top judges. 

Luke James Dorman, 24, of Jockey 
Road, Sutton Coldfield, was jailed for 
five years at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court in March, where he admitted 
actual bodily harm and sexual assault. 

But senior judges at London’s Ap¬ 
peal Court reduced his jail term to 
three-and-a-half years. 

Dorman grabbed the woman round 
the throat and when she fought him 
off he bit her on the back, Mr Justice 
Jeremy Baker told the court. 

He had molested her and was ver¬ 
bally abusive. 

He was ‘not heavily convicted’, 
the court heard, and his barrister, 
Graeme Logan argued that his overall 
jail term was far too long. 

Mr Justice Baker, sitting with Lord 
Justice McCombe and Sir Alistair 
MacDuff, agreed. He added: “The sen¬ 
tence imposed failed to have sufficient 
regard for Dorman’s lack of relevant 
previous convictions.” 


Marathon task for duo to hit city

A PAIR of record-breaking runners 
Adam Holland and Rob Young will 
carry a ‘torch for peace’ through Bir¬ 
mingham as part of a nationwide re¬ 
lay covering 1,000km in just 10 days. 

Local runners will have the chance 
to help Adam Holland and Rob 
Young ferry the torch through the 
city during Run4Peace 2016. Young 
has claimed the world record for the 
most marathons in a year (370) and 
the longest run without sleep (373.75 
miles). 

Holland, a previous holder of the 
world record for the fastest 10 mar¬ 


athons in 10 days, aims to reclaim it 
later this year. The relay torch was 
first lit and carried 500 miles across 
Kenya’s conflict-affected North Rift 
Valley last year during a ‘walk for 
peace’ by some of the world’s top ath¬ 
letes. 

They included Marathon World re¬ 
cord-breaker Wilson Kipsang. There 
are 100 spaces for runners to join the 
pair each day, from October 21 to 30. 

On Wednesday, October 26, the 
final 10km run for day six of the relay 
will finish at the Alexander Stadium 
in Perry Barr. On Thursday 27, the 


relay starts again from Birmingham 
and heads east to Coventry, then 
south to Leamington Spa and Strat¬ 
ford. 

All sponsorship raised by partici¬ 
pants will go to help UK-based charity 
the Aegis Trust establish a school for 
peace in northern Kenya, where eth¬ 
nic violence has left more than 600 
dead and driven over 435,000 from 
their homes since 2014.

Councillor Elaine Costigan said: “Coun¬ 
cillor Melia is right to highlight the fact that 
there are a large number of keen and skilful 
gardeners in the town who would really appre¬ 
ciate the chance to show off their flowers and 
produce.”

Bilston steel firm targets fresh growth 


A DRAMATIC turnaround has seen 
business booming and jobs created 
at a Bilston steel company less than 
a year after it was rescued from the 
collapse of the Caparo group. 

Hub Le Bas, which supplies steel 
tubing to a range of industries, was 
bought by Liberty House Group in 
December following the collapse into 
administration of the Caparo Indus¬ 
tries parent group. Liberty House, 


owned by the Gupta family, is now 
building a UK-wide steel business 
and has also been a leading bidder 
for the Tata Steel business. 

It rescued nearly 1,000 Black 
Country jobs when it bought Caparo 
businesses across the region, includ¬ 
ing Hub Le Bas. Under Liberty’s 
ownership, Hub Le Bas has been on 
the comeback trail with new man¬ 
agement and newly-revealed plans 


for growth and investment. The Bil¬ 
ston firm, with roots going back over 
a century, has already regained more 
than 75 per cent of its former cli¬ 
ent base and expects to complete its 
rapid recovery in the coming months. 

Hub Le Bas is now gaining almost 
50 new clients a month and has been 
able to boost workforce numbers 
from 88 to 99 as its re-establishes it¬ 
self as the country’s leading supplier 


of precision steel tubes. It is planning 
to add to new sites to its existing five- 
strong UK network and it will invest 
nearly £2 million in advanced laser 
cutting equipment. 

Managing director Rob Sweetnam, 
said: “We are experiencing a rapid 
growth in the demand for precision 
cut tube components and are taking 
the necessary steps to respond to cus¬ 
tomer needs.” 


Care home staff 'not 
sure over medicines'

STAFF at a Wednesbury 
care home were found to 
be unclear whether pa¬ 
tients required pain relief or 
not, inspectors found. 

Medicines were not managed 
robustly at Wood Green Nursing 
Home and checks ‘were not always 
effective in identifying issues, omis¬ 
sions or errors’, a Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) report said. 

The home in Wood Green Road 
is registered to look after 40 people. 
When CQC staff visited on June 15, 
there were 29 people staying there. 

Staff were found to be caring and 
the recruitment process was ‘robust’ 
but the service was ‘not consistently 
well-led’, the report says. Audits and 
checks were not comprehensive and 
some were lacked analysis. 

Management was sure that peo¬ 
ple working there were appropriate 
- but formal staff supervision was 
‘not always regularly undertaken 
and in line with the contract agreed 
with its employees’ and end of life 
care was found to be ‘lacking’. 

Discrepancies 

Interaction with people was ‘posi¬ 
tive and caring’ but activities at the 
home were ‘limited and not always 
centred on people’s interests’. 

The CQC report said: “One record 
where discrepancies were found 
showed that no count of the boxed 
medicines had occurred on 19 out of 
the 21 days that medicines had been 
supplied to that person. 

“One record we reviewed for a 
person who had recently been dis¬ 
charged from hospital was unclear 
in terms of whether the person 
should be receiving pain relief on 
a regular basis. Nursing staff told 
us that they had not given this 
medicine. However, we found that 
no pain assessments had been con¬ 
ducted for this person as was the 
providers’ policy.” 

The care home’s director Tracey 
Plant said: “Obviously after receiv¬ 
ing the report I did speak to the in¬ 
spector and he said there were lots 
of good things. Everything has been 
addressed.”

Volunteers 
call to take 
part in test 
on autism 

A UNIVERSITY is looking for volun¬ 
teers to take part in research to meas¬ 
ure brain activity in young people to 
help improve our understanding of 
autism. 

The Aston Brain Centre at Aston 
University in Birmingham is studying 
14 to 20-year-olds who have been di¬ 
agnosed with autism. The study aims 
to understand whether adolescents 
and young people on the autistic spec¬ 
trum process information on sights, 
sounds and social situations in differ¬ 
ent ways to their peers. 

It is hoped the findings will lead to a 
better understanding of autism, raise 
public awareness of the condition and, 
in the long term, improve diagnosis 
and treatment. 

The project, which is supported by 
the charity Autism West Midlands, is 
being led by researcher Robert Sey¬ 
mour under the supervision of Profes¬ 
sors Klaus Kessler and Gina Rippon. 
The charity, the second largest for 
autism in the UK, has developed an 
information sheet for research partici¬ 
pants and is encouraging its members 
to take part. 

Anyone interested in taking part 
must have been clinically diagnosed 
as being on the autistic spectrum and 
aged between 14 and 20.Participants 
will spend about an hour in the MEG 
scanner and will also undergo an MRI 
scan as part of the study.

“Neither the council nor its asso¬ 
ciated companies will ever contact 
people in this way or request pay¬ 
ment over the phone, so I would urge 
anyone receiving such a call not to 
disclose personal or financial infor¬ 
mation.”

Petition on 
park future 
remains on 
the shelves 

A COUNCIL response to a petition 
signed by more than 1,000 residents 
in Tipton to save parkland being sold 
off to developers, is still being awaited 
one year on. 

A section of Greenway-Laybourne 
Park in Princes End came under the 
spotlight last summer, as Sandwell 
Council launched a public consulta¬ 
tion into its future. 

But enraged residents started a 
campaign to save the parkland, say¬ 
ing it was bequest to the children of 
Princes End in the 1930s. 

However, the campaign petition 
which was submitted to the Cabinet 
Petitions Committee last August, is 
yet to be properly discussed. 

Councillor Philip Garrett, who 
represents the Princes End ward, 
spoke of his concern. He said: “It is 
frustrating that this is still ongoing 
one year on. The petition has just sat 
with the committee and it keeps get¬ 
ting knocked back and referred all the 
time. 

“It used to be a wonderful park in 
the ward and now it’s been left to rack 
and ruin as just an open piece of grass. 
Residents want it back to its former 
glory. We didn’t think this time last 
year that one year on we would still 
not be any further along. It is the only 
park we have in the area and we need 
it to stay. When quizzed, the council 
say that they are still reviewing the 
legal terms surrounding it.” 

The land was donated to the people 
of Princes End by a Mrs Louisa Liv- 
ingtone Layborn around 1937. 

The park opened its gates on Jan¬ 
uary 21, 1939.According to guidance 
issued by Sandwell Council on sub¬ 
mitting petiitions, they aim to give re¬ 
sponses within 60 days, unless there 
are extenuating circumstances. 

More football

MORE big names from the world 
of football have been added to a 
star-studded gala in honour of Dud¬ 
ley’s favourite son Duncan Edwards. 

The Duncan Edwards Charity Gala 
will be held at Brierley Hill Civic Hall 
on October 1, on what would have 
been the footballer’s 80th birthday. 

Special guests include former Al¬ 
bion player and manager Bryan Rob¬ 
son and Norman Whiteside alongside 
ex-Baggies stars ‘Super’ Bob Taylor, 
Darren Moore and James Chambers. 

Edwards was a gifted footballer 
whose promising career was cut short 
by the fatal 1958 Munich air crash in 
which 23 people died, including crew, 
journalists and eight of the Busby 
Babes. He was critically injured in the 
crash and died in hospital on Febru¬ 
ary 21-15 days after the incident. 

The gala is the brainchild of Rose 
Monk, an award-winning documen¬ 
tary maker. The proceeds of the gala 
will go towards The James Bulger 
Memorial Trust and the Mary Stevens

Problem of 
where this 
rail hub is 
stationed 

SANDWELL & Dudley railway station 
didn’t get off to the best start. When it 
was upgraded to inter-city status amid 
much fanfare back in 1984, the driver 
of the first express train forgot to stop, 
leaving the civic bigwigs stranded on the 
platform. 

Now with threats of cuts to its inter-city 
services, our local leaders are fighting 
back. West Midlands Rail, a consortium 
of councils across the West Midlands, 
says Sandwell & Dudley should be mod¬ 
ernised to reflect its status as a “Black 
Country hub”. 

Normally, I switch off the moment any¬ 
body says the word ‘hub’. But any invest¬ 
ment in the Black Country’s threadbare 
rail network is something that should be 
welcomed. 

The problem with Sandwell & Dudley is 
that, despite its grandiose name, it is a 
bit in the middle of nowhere. Before the 
inter-city upgrade, it was plain Oldbury, 
but even that was a bit above its station. 
In truth, it is next to a tyre fitter’s between 
Oldbury and West Brom. Which is great 
if you want to go to London while having 
your tyres fitted, but that tends to be a 
niche market. 

What they should have done was up¬ 
graded Dudley Port, up the road in Tip- 
ton, instead. This, too, is a bit out of the 
way, but it was also an interchange for 
the old South Staffordshire line, which 
used to link up with Stourbridge, Dudley, 
Wednesbury, Walsall and Lichfield. Im¬ 
agine if that was reopened, and you could 
get from Wednesbury to London or Man¬ 
chester with just one change. That would 
put the Black Country on the rail map. A 
hub with spokes. 

As recently as last year there were 
plans to introduce a rudimentary very 
light rail service linking Dudley Port to 
Dudley town centre. I thought it was fan¬ 
tastic, but local government deemed it a 
threat to its beloved Midland Metro. 

We could have seen the first stage of 
reconnecting vast swathes of the Black 
Country to the national rail network. In¬ 
stead, we got an artists’ impression of a 
tram outside Dudley Zoo. 

□ □□

Ex-solder’s exploits 
are revealed in diary 



THE diary of a World War Two sol¬ 
dier from Bilston has become the 
basis of a new book compiled by a 
fellow veteran. Raymond Griffiths 
was given the diary of Sergeant 
John McArdle following a chance 
encounter. 

Mr Griffiths, aged 90, of Drew Cres¬ 
cent, Stourbridge, was given the diary by 
Sgt McArdle’s son Jim around two years 
ago. 

Jim had planned to ceremoniously burn the 
diary but had second thoughts. He approached 
Mr Griffiths as a well-known local historian, 
through his late wife Emily, who worked at a 
nearby newsagents. 

Mr McArdle, aged 68, said: “I told Emily 
that I was planning to burn the diary and scat¬ 
ter the ashes by my mum and dad’s grave. She 
immediately said ‘Oh no, don’t do that, Ray 
would like to have a look at that’ and that’s 
how it all started.” 

The diary revealed the Second World War 
experiences of the sergeant including his trav¬ 
els around the Middle East. 

Account 

After reading the diary and cross referenc¬ 
ing it with major events during the war, Mr 
Griffiths was inspired to create a book based 
on the diary. 

Entitled ‘My Diary of my service in the Mid¬ 
dle East 1941 - 1945 by Sergeant John McAr¬ 
dle RASC/EFI’, the book gives a first person 
account of the war, including the realities of 
living in and travelling around Syria to the 
Valley of the Kings. 

Mr McArdle said: “Dad was a proper old 
soldier. Whenever you’d leave for a trip he’d 
salute you before you went out the door. Even 
just before he died in 1995, my wife and I went 
to visit him in hospital and as we were leaving 
he saluted. He died the next day. 

“I think he would be so proud of the work 
Ray has done in bringing his diary to life, I 
think he would love it to be honest.”

Mr Griffiths said: “The diary was of great 
interest to me as a veteran myself, it really 
brought back some memories. 

“Sergeant McArdle was charged with setting 
up the NAAFIs - the canteens run by Navy, 
Army and Air Force Institutes to provide food 
for soldiers abroad. 

“He never fired a shot throughout the war, 
from what the diary says anyway. 

“One of the most interesting episodes in the 


book is when he was tasked with creating a 
meal for what he called ‘the big three’ which 
was the Prime Minister Winston Churchill, 
President Theodore Roosevelt and Joseph 
Stalin, before they attended the Tehran Con¬ 
ference. 

Chandelier 

Sgt McArdle set to work straight away on 
November 18 1943, but was told on Novem¬ 
ber 22 that the plan to entertain the three 
was cancelled, after a crystal chandelier was 
installed over the dining table! 

Now Mr Griffiths hopes his book will be fea¬ 
tured in an exhibition at the Wolverhampton 
City Archives, along with several of the other 


artefacts he has amassed from the former ser¬ 
geant. 

He said: “I have two or three photo albums 
from his time in the war, as well as his pay 
book, his soldiers’ release book and a special 
baton he always carried with him in case of 
any trouble. I think it’s inspired by his time 
in the Middle East, as it has a snake’s head 
carved into the handle.” 

Though Mr Griffiths discovered that the 
cost of publishing the book would be too high, 
he hopes that people may be able to enjoy it as 
part of the exhibition. 

He said: “I think we will have a captive au¬ 
dience here in Wolverhampton for the work, so 
I hope I will be able to show it off, next to the 
fascinating document that inspired it.”

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Sand-sational finish as beach 
buggies complete challenge 


A TEAM of intrepid fundraisers finally took the chequered 
flag after completing an epic 10-day challenge. Sandwell 
Council highways officer Simon Chadwick, his nine-year-old 
son Alex, wife Ruth and pal George Meakin visited 57 piers in 
10 days in two beach buggies. 

The trio conquered hundreds of miles of coastline in that time and 
have raised more than £10,000 for cancer charities. 


Mr Chadwick, aged 49, dreamed up 
the fundraising challenge after his 
wife Ruth was diagnosed with breast 
cancer. 

It capped a difficult decade for Mr 
Chadwick and his family after his 
mother Sylvia and his wife’s father 
Ken were also diagnosed with cancer. 

They finished the epic bid last Mon¬ 
day which marked six years since 
Ken’s death. 

Mr Chadwick, who lives in Tiv- 
idale, said: “We’re really happy and 
humbled by people’s comments. It 
was perhaps a bit tougher than we 
thought. The beach buggies had no 
modern luxuries - so no heaters, no 
radios. It was hard work. 

“To do it continuously every day 
for that distance wasn’t easy. We 
got more and more tired as we went 
along.” 

Fixed 

As the team crossed to the Isle of 
Man, the alternator on Mr Chadwick’s 
beach buggy blew but fortunately he 
was able to get it fixed so it did not de¬ 
rail their bid. He also enjoyed a special 
one-off reunion gig with former band- 
mates from his old group Waiting for 
Bonaparte. 

Mr Chadwick paid tribute to the 
support of other beach buggies fanat¬ 
ics: “Every day we had other beach 
buggies with us - 59 additional bug¬ 
gies throughout the 10 days which 
was amazing.” He also thanked all

those who have supported the fund¬ 
raising push, which has topped the 
£10,000 mark. Mr Chadwick’s sister 
Louise Griffiths said: “All of his family 
and friends are so proud of him.” 

The cash raised will support Breast 
Cancer Care and Cancer Research 
UK, the Georgina Oncology unit and 
Breast Cancer Research group at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital in Dudley. 

Mr Chadwick and crew used six fer¬ 
ries and crossed several iconic bridges, 
including the Menai, Forth, Humber, 
Severn, QEII and Clifton Suspension 
Bridge. 

They also travelled through the 
Mersey Tunnel, passed by Snowdon 
and visited Edinburgh Castle. 

The team travelled nearly 2,500 
miles in 10 days on two hand-built 
VW-based beach buggies, averaging 
around 250 miles a day around the 
Welsh, Scottish and English coastline. 

Mr Chadwick penned a mission 
statement for the fundraiser on a 
website dedicated to the challenge. 
It states: “But why buggies and why 
piers? 

“Well, beach buggy designing and 
building is a passion of mine, and as 
a qualified civil engineer, the link be¬ 
tween beaches and Victorian ingenuity 
and construction seemed obvious.” 

Six years later, along with four oth¬ 
ers, he began the Midland Buggy Club.

Apology for 
family hit 
by tragedy 

FAMILY of a man found dead at home 
who were not notified of his death un¬ 
til nearly a week later have received 
an apology from West Midlands Po¬ 
lice. 

Paul Tomes, aged 54, from Win- 
wood Road, Oldbury, had been living 
with a friend after leaving a hostel in 
Handsworth a few months earlier. 

His body was discovered on Septem¬ 
ber 17, yet Sandwell Coroners Court 
heard that West Midlands Police sent 
a notification of the death to an in¬ 
correct email - with Mr Tomes body 
still at the undertaker’s nearly a week 
later. 

Senior Coroner Zafar Siddique, who 
concluded a verdict of a drug-related 
death at the inquest held on August 
12, said he would be writing to the 
chief constable in regards to the ‘dis¬ 
tress’ it had caused the family. 

In a statement issued following the 
inquest, Detective Chief Inspector 
Caroline Marsh said: “We are deeply 
sorry that an administration error 
meant Mr Tomes’ relatives were not 
informed of his death until several 
days after his body was discovered 
and the reasons for the delay have 
been explained to the family. 

“It’s important we don’t allow this 
to happen again and so I have made 
contact with the Black Country Coro¬ 
ner’s Office to better understand what 
went wrong.”

Valley fees 
for parking 
on way as 
fight fails 


CONTROVERSIAL parking fees will start at 
Sandwell Valley Country Park after objec¬ 
tions to the scheme were thrown out. 

Visitors will have to pay to park within weeks af¬ 
ter council bosses decided to press ahead with the 
plans. The authority was met with a huge backlash 
when plans to bring in charges at the beauty spot 


were announced. 

More than 120 people 
signed a petition, but chiefs 
have stuck to their guns 
over the issue. 

Highways boss Council¬ 
lor David Hosell admitted 
introducing charges was a 
‘sorry thing’ but said the 
move was necessary. 

Parking has always been 
free at the country park but 
visitors will find themselves 
paying from 40p for an hour 
to £2 if they stay for more 
than four hours. Around 
200,000 cars park at the site 
each year. 

The cash-strapped au¬ 
thority says it must raise 
more cash to help meet the 
costs of the upkeep of the 
country park and its facili¬ 
ties. Letters have been sent 
to some objectors informing 
them they have decided to 
proceed with the plans. 

Charges will apply be-

tween 9am and 6pm during 
the summer and 9am and 
3pm in the winter. 

The pay and display ma¬ 
chines are currently being 
displayed at the country 
park. A date for when 
charges will come into force 
has not been announced 
but it is understood it will 
be during the next three 
months. 

Councillor Hosell de¬ 
fended the move, insisting 
the money made would be 
invested back into the park. 

He said: “We have re¬ 
viewed parking charges and 
it has been necessary to 
alter some in certain ways. 
A lot of it is down to Gov¬ 
ernment cuts. Parks and 
car parks have to be main¬ 
tained. All the money that is 
forthcoming will be used in 
that direction.

by microchip request 


A VET was determined not 
to be outfoxed when a cli¬ 
ent brought two unexpected 
new patients in to be micro- 
chipped. 

Bonnie Leibowitch from White 
Cross Vets in Tividale couldn’t be¬ 
lieve it when a pair of foxes were 
brought in by Paul Presley from 
Blackheath. 

The vet said: “My patient list 
showed that we had a Rupert and a 
Ruby booked in for microchipping, but 
I had to do a double take when I looked 
at my notes which showed they were 
foxes! 

“It was definitely the first time our 
practice has ever handled foxes, let 
alone microchipped them! 

Bonnie added: “One of the reasons 
I love what I do is that no two days 
are ever the same, and treating Rupert 
and Ruby was not only a first for me, 
but an incredibly moving experience to 
see how Paul cares for these two ador¬ 
able, friendly foxes.

Treatable 

“Unfortunately these two foxes can¬ 
not be released into the wild as they 
have toxoplasmosis, which is a com¬ 
mon disease that is treatable with an¬ 
tibiotics but not curable and will stay 
with them for life. They were both 
incredibly tame and friendly and were 
not at all fazed by their trip to the vet. 
According to Paul they even play in 
the garden with his dog.” 

Paul runs The Black Country Fox 
Sanctuary from his own home, with 
the support of good friend Mandy 
Newton from Oldbury, who accompa¬ 
nied him, Rupert and Ruby on their 
veterinary visit. 

He set up the sanctuary after previ¬ 
ously volunteering with the National 
Fox Welfare Society. Paul explained: 
“Ever since I was a small child, I have 


always had a real passion for wildlife. 
My grandparents had a smallholding, 
and I learnt everything about how to 
care for animals from them. 

“Lots of people have misconcep¬ 
tions about foxes, but under the right 
circumstances and with experienced 
care, if they can’t be returned to the 
wild, then they can be looked after by 
people who understand how to keep 
them safely.” 

Describing the two foxes he had to 
take to the vets, Paul added: “Rupert 
is a young lad and Ruby is an old lady 
who has mobility problems and has 
probably been hit by a car at some 
point in her life. We were keen to get 


them microchipped to help protect 
them should they ever go missing, and 
we are confident that they will have a 
good life now they have a home with 
us.” 

Unfortunately due to his own health 
problems, Paul is no longer able to 
drive, and so has had to scale back on 
his rescuing work. 

Moreover, as foxes cannot be in¬ 
sured like other animals, he is facing 
vets bills on top of the expensive cost 
of feeding the foxes. 

Mandy has stepped in to help, ar¬ 
ranging for donation boxes at local 
businesses in aid of The Black Country 
Fox Sanctuary.

Capital car Chaise with 
a difference for learner 


A LEARNER driver from Sutton 
Coldfield enjoyed an exclusive driv¬ 
ing lesson in a £100,000 supercar on 
the streets of London 
The BMW i8 is a far cry from your 
usual learner car but Bill Plant Lon¬ 
don is trusting teenagers behind its 
wheel for £198 a lesson.

Drug addict jailed 
for knife threat 

A DRUG addict who scratched a security guard with 
a knife and threatened to stab him after being spotted 
shoplifting at a Black Country supermarket has started 
a 21-month jail sentence. 

David Rutter was caught red-handed stealing goods 
from Asda in Great Bridge, Tipton, on June 6, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told.

All change 
for station 
among new 
proposals 

A MAJOR revamp of Sandwell and 
Dudley train station is among propos¬ 
als put forward to the Government by 
a rail body. 

West Midlands Rail said the station 
needed modernising in order to be rec¬ 
ognised as a ‘Black Country hub’. The 
group has also suggested re-naming 
Birmingham International station. 

West Midlands Rail (WMR), a 
consortium of 14 local authorities 
from across the Midlands, said there 
needed to be better recognition of the 
importance of the Oldbury station, 
which is the busiest between Wolver¬ 
hampton and Birmingham. 

It comes after Labour deputy leader 
and Black Country MP Tom Watson 
criticised proposals to cut the number 
of high-speed trains stopping at the 
station. 

The Government is currently con¬ 
sulting on the future of the Inter-City 
West Coast Rail Line. 

Councillor Mark Winnington, 
WMR chairman and head of economic 
growth at Staffordshire County 
Council, said: “This requires station 
modernisation, better facilities, and 
consideration of how other modes of 
transport can better integrate with 
the railway. 

“Addressing these issues and en¬ 
hancing the opportunity for modal 
interchange would see Sandwell and 
Dudley move towards realising its 
potential as a significant regional in¬ 
ter-city hub.” 

The group also says the last train 
of the night should stop at Sandwell 
and Dudley to ensure passengers 
have more choices and to support the 
evening economy in the area. 

Late trains between Birmingham 
and Wolverhampton often go via Wal¬ 
sall, missing out Sandwell and Dud¬ 
ley. 

They also say there is a need for 
clearer and simpler ticketing.

Heathens hope to ride back home after 
land found as possible site for stadium 


CRADLEY Heathens speedway club is 
in talks to bring the side back home 
to the Dudley borough after more than 
20 years away, it can be revealed. 

A piece of land in the Cradley area 
has been identified for a possible new 
track, with bosses in discussions with 
Dudley Council over a move. The club 
secured its immediate future last year 
after agreeing a deal to race at Mon- 
more Green in Wolverhampton, where 
it spent four seasons between 2011 
and 2014. 

A return to Dudley could be a way 
off yet however, with talks at a very 


early stage but the aim has always 
been to return to its roots. The exact 
site has not been disclosed but Hea¬ 
thens chairman Nigel Pearson said it 
was in the Cradley/Dudley area. 

He said: “There is a piece of land 
we have done a site visit on and I 
can confirm there were some officers 
from Dudley Council at that site visit 
as well. To progress further we have 
got to sit down with the leaders and 
officers. 

“We’re really enjoying racing in 
Wolverhampton and grateful to every¬ 
body in Wolverhampton but we would 


love to see the Heathens back in the 
Cradley/Dudley area for the first time 
since 1995.” 

Supporters have suffered frustra¬ 
tion in their long bid to see the Hea¬ 
thens race in the Dudley borough.

Looking to make the 
nation proud once again 





T he 2016 Olympic Games will live 
long in the memory, particularly 
for Team GB’s athletes who 
achieved their highest medal haul for 
108 years - even surpassing the 
extraordinary home Games in London 
2012. And now it’s time for Britain’s 
Paralympians to do the business in 
Brazil. 

Tonight, host Clare Balding is back, 
along with The Last Leg’s Adam Hills, 
at the famous Maracana Stadium in 
Rio for what promises to be a 
spectacular ceremony to mark the 
start of the 15th Paralympic Games. 

Expect a Brazilian carnival 
atmosphere to accompany the 
athletes’ parade, which will the first 
chance to catch a glimpse of the 
Team GB athletes who are hoping to 
top the 120 medals they won at 
London 2012. 

The team is packed full of reigning 
Paralympic, world and European 
champions, and expectations are high 
- can the athletes build on the 27 
golds won by Team GB in Rio a few 
weeks ago? Tonight, Balding and Hills 
will be joined by a number of British 
medal prospects. 


Swimmer Ellie Simmonds will be 
competing at her third Paralympics, 
having won two gold medals at Beijing 
in 2008, then adding two more plus a 
silver and bronze in 2012. 

Meanwhile, 23-year-old world record 
breaking wheelchair racer ‘Hurricane’ 
Hannah Cockroft, has been dominant 
in the T34 class for years and will also 
be looking to add to her two golds 
from London. 

Johnny Peacock nearly died from 
meningitis aged five, but was a 
Paralympic gold medallist at 18. Now 
the sprinter has his sights firmly set 
on retaining his 100m title in Rio. 

David Weir tried all manner of 
sports before falling for wheelchair 
racing. 

Now the ‘Weirwolf’ will be attending 
his fifth Games, having made his 
debut in Atlanta in 1996. 

He won Britain’s only track and field 
golds in Beijing before his four golds 
in London. 

And finally there’s cycling supremo 
and former swimmer Sarah Storey, 
Great Britain’s most decorated female 
Paralympian, having won 11 Gold, 


eight Silver and three Bronze medals 
across six Paralympic Games. 

But aside from these more well 
known athletes, Balding and Hills will 
also be profiling several up and 
coming stars ready to shine for Team 
GB in Rio. 

Libby Clegg recently broke the world 
record in the Til 200m at the 
Anniversary Games last year, and 
Kadeena Cox will be competing in both 
the cycling and the athletics this year. 

Lee Pearson will be looking to add 
to his 10-gold medal haul in the 
equestrian, alongside 67-year-old five¬ 
time gold medalist Anne Dunham. 

Meanwhile, Gordon Reid - who won 
the first ever Wimbledon men’s 
wheelchair singles and doubles this 
year - will be competing in the tennis 
along with doubles partner Alfie Hewett. 

Unfortunately, the build up to these 
Games has been plagued with 
problems. However, as with the 
Olympics, the organisers will hope 
that once the action does get under 
way, the athletes will provide the same 
amount of entertainment and 
inspiration as they did in 2012.

IT’S not often I venture out for din¬ 
ner on a work night, but on one 
Wednesday evening, the Sanam 
Balti just seemed so inviting.

My daughter 
and I were instantly welcomed with a warm 
smile and ushered to our table in the light and 
well-decorated premises. 

It’s a large building, but with a great ambi¬ 
ence and ideal for a romantic meal or family 
dining. Large parties can be catered for with a 
separate room upstairs. 

The menu is varied and it was refreshing to 
see many new dishes. My daughter is vegetar¬ 
ian, but was well provided for. We both reg¬ 
ularly eat Indian food so it was refreshing to

see that there was a lot to choose from on the 
vegetarian menu. 

Rarely have I seen in Indian restaurants 
a children’s menu, but here was one at the 
Sanam, of both English and Indian food, en¬ 
abling children to enjoy a night out with their 
families. 

Akeel, the owner, was quick to point out that 
children eat free on a Sunday. The restaurant 


isn’t licensed to serve alcohol, but diners are 
free to take in their own drinks. 

After poppadums, we tried starters, with a 
vegetable platter for my daughter, made up of 
a vegetable samosa, onion bhaji and a mush¬ 
room bhaji and an unusal-looking Ghurka 
kebab, taken from the additional menu for 
myself. Very tasty they both were, too. 

I was already feeling slightly full before our 
mains, my daughter opting for a traditional 
mushroom korma, while I plumped for a tan- 
doori king prawn and salad. These came with 


side dishes of pilau rice and Bombay potatoes 
- which to my mind were the best potatoes I 
have tasted in a Indian restaurant and were 
the perfect accompaniment. 

A wide selection of desserts are available 
should you have space. But we, alas, didn’t. 

To dine in on a Monday and a Tuesday, pop- 
padoms, a main course and sundry from a set 
menu is just £8.85. A popular Wednesday take¬ 
away offer for £9.95.

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Car redefines crossover

If you’re a relatively small player 
in a fierce game against the big 
boys of the motor industry, per¬ 
haps your best bet is to find a 
gap in the market and fill it. 

That’s what SsangYong has done 
with its largest offering, the Tourismo, 
which has much in common (size 
apart) with its better known Korando 
stablemate. 

It’s a diesel-powered seven-seater, with 
the option of four wheel drive and automatic 
transmission, and even the top of the range 
model costs less than £25,000: there’s not a 
lot more out there with the same credentials. 

Plus it comes with the advantage of a five 
years, unlimited mileage, warrany. 

The new model benefits from the Korean 
company’s new 2.2 litre, 178PS mated to a 
slick Mercedes-Benz seven-speed auto tr- 
anmission, compared to its predecessor’s 
2.0 litres, 155PS and five speed box. This 
alone has transformed the car, making it 
smoother and more driveable, for the sort of 
relaxed progress you’d expect of for a family 
on tour, as the name suggests. 

The interior is marked out by its intelligent 
seating arrangement, although there is a lot 
of hard plastic surfaces which reflect cost 
savings. On the up side, the plastic could be 
an advantage if you’re transporting young 
children or pets and want something that 
wipes down easily. 

But it’s the 2-2-3 seating layout which for 
me sets the Tourismo apart from many oth¬ 
er seven-seaters. The front pair are Ameri- 
can-style ‘captain’s chairs’, mirrored by the 
secnd row pair which are seperated by an 


‘aisle’ which gives easier access to the rear 
bench of three seats. 

It also means you can put your tallest 
passenger in the centre rear seat, as he/she 
will have plenty of room to stretch their legs 
along the centre aisle. The rear bench is re¬ 
movable, so if necessary you can increase 
the already generous 875 litres of boot 
space to a cavernous 3,146 - more than 
some vans. Unusually long items of cargo 
can be slotted in along the central aisle. 

The top of the range ELX model tested 
costs £25,955, although the Tourismo range 
starts a some £6,000 less. The optional 
Kenwood satnav with central colour touch 
screen added £900 to the basic price tag, 
though. 

The main instrument cluster, although 
large and clear, is centrally mounted which, 
at least during my test drive, isn’t as intuitive 
in use as a more traditional behind the steer¬ 
ing wheel arrangement. 

The Tourismo rides smoothly and is rea¬ 
sonably dynamic for a large vehicle, al¬ 
though few buyers of this big cruiser will be 
attempting sports car cornering with it. 

The seven speed auto transmission is 
highly responsive and smooth, with gear 
changes hardly noticeable. You can change 
manually using a thumb switch on the gear 
lever, which is at least as good, if not a better 
solution, that the now de rigeur flappy pad¬ 
dles. 

The American-style, foot-operated parking 
brake is something else you get used to. 

Upholstery in the ELX is leather clad, and 
an automatic air conditioning system with 
ceiling vents and fan controls ensures all 
passengers get the benefit. 

All Tourismos get full connectivity through 
the audio system, electric windows and door 
mirrors, and tinted glass.

Further up the range SsangYong adds 
leather upholstery, an electrically adjusta¬ 
ble driver’s seat, cruise control and park¬ 
ing sensors. The flagship ELX also gets 
automatic headlamps and wipers, 17-inch 
alloys and solar controlled glass. 

It is also the model which comes with 
selectable four wheel drive and (increas¬ 
ingly unusual even in the SUV world) a 
low range transmission, ideal for those 
who tow a large caravan or horsebox (the 
braked trailer limit is 2,000kg). 

The Tourismo’s new engine has an of¬ 
ficial fuel average of 36.2mpg with auto¬ 


matic transmission, which translates into 
a C02 rating of 205g/km. Figures for the 
manual are better at 39.2mpg and 189g/ 
km. 

There’s a lot of talk in the car world about 
‘crossovers’, vehicles capable of fulfilling 
more than one role. The Tourismo rede¬ 
fines the term as a 4x4, big estate and peo¬ 
ple carrier all in one rather stylish shape - 
not as boxy as some people carriers or as 
square and chunky as some SUVs. 

It also undercuts them, in some cases 
by thousands of pounds, so if it fits your 
needs it’s worth a look.

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Bold new 
look for 
Kia’s SUV 
Sorento

Kia’s flagship SUV has a bold new look, but 
can it compete with its established (and very 
popular) 4x4 rivals? 

The immediately obvious change is the curvy new 
body, but that’s not the only alteration Kia has made 
to its flagship SUV. Under the skin, there’s an all-new 
platform with a stronger structure, an upgraded en¬ 
gine range, improved steering and revised suspen¬ 
sion. 

Inside, the cabin has a more premium feel and there’s 
some pretty impressive equipment hiding in there too. 

The trade-off for all these improvements, though, is a 
slight price increase - around 5 per cent to be exact. So 
has the Sorento lost its key selling point, or is it merely an 
even more capable alternative to the seven-seat SUV estab¬ 
lishment? 

As well as being longer, wider and lower than its prede¬ 
cessor, the new Sorento looks far beefier than the old car, 
not to mention more curvaceous. The bluff front end is 
adorned with a rather turgid version of the tiger-nose grille 
that comes across so aggressively on the Cee’d, and the 
rounded lights give a distinctly un-Kia-like doe-eyed look. 

Nevertheless, it’s actually quite an attractive-looking 
beast, albeit in a cuddly kind of way. It certainly won’t look 
out of place in the school car park sitting alongside the 
XC90s, Outlanders and Q5s of this world. 

Because the new Sorento is bigger than its forebear, inte¬ 
rior space has greatly improved. In the ‘standard’ five-seat 
configuration, the 605-litre boot will be more than enough 
for a family’s holiday luggage or ferrying kids’ sports kit to 
and from practice sessions. 

Pop the two rear seats up to create a seven-seater, 
though, and that space is compressed to 142 litres, which 
sounds like more than it is. You’d struggle to fit a small suit¬ 
case in there. 

The upside of that is that you get seven seats capable of 
carrying adults, albeit too cramped to be considered com¬ 
fortable. Kids, however, will likely find they have plenty of 
room. 

Refined 

Like most SUVs of this size, the Sorento hardly handles 
like a sports car, but it’s refined, comfortable and generally 
a very pleasant steer. Vigorous cornering results in quite a 
lot of body roll, but it’s no worse than, say, a Mitsubishi Out- 
lander. The advantage of that roll, however, is a smooth ride 
- the undulations are soaked up with minimum fuss. 

The 2.2-litre engine feels chunky enough to ensure pro¬ 
gress is adequate, but it never feels anything like fast. More 
importantly, though, it’s refined. Cruising along the motor¬ 
way at a steady 70 won’t necessitate an increase in stereo 
volume or raised voices, and while there’s a mild grumble 
when you’re setting off, it isn’t especially intrusive. 

Four-wheel drive is standard across the range, so travers¬ 
ing muddy fields won’t be a problem, but Kia is well aware 
that the Sorento is more likely to be seen on the school run 
than a green lane, so a lack of ground clearance means the 
off-road performance is acceptable, rather than impressive. 

It’s efficient, though, returning 46.3mpg on the combined 
cycle and 41mpg on test. The 161g/km carbon dioxide 
emissions aren’t bad either, and they keep tax relatively low 
for both private and business customers. 

Value has traditionally been one of Kia’s big selling points, 
and the Sorento’s £28,795 starting price compares favoura¬ 
bly with the likes of the less spacious Land Rover Discovery 
Sport. Towards the top of the range, though, the Kia seems 
to lose its price advantage. The upper-mid-range ‘3’ mod¬ 
el we tested came in at almost £36,000, while top-spec ‘4’ 
variants get an asking price of almost £41,000. That’s only 
£5,000 cheaper than the cheapest version of the larger and 
more prestigious Land Rover Discovery. 

That said, the Kia does feel almost as premium as the 
ageing Discovery. The cabin plastics are exemplary, and 
the build quality seems to be pretty good too. There’s even 
plenty of equipment, with our test car getting leather seats, 
satellite navigation, two-zone air conditioning, 18-inch al¬ 
loys, heated seats front and rear, a heated steering wheel... 

The list goes on and on.

Hot hatch 
has plenty 
of grunt to 
get going

I rather like hot hatches. There’s something 
brilliant about a nippy, sharp-handling car 
that comes in a handily-sized package. 

That’s exactly how I’d describe the Seat Ibiza Cu- 
pra. It’s powered by a 1.8-litre turbocharged petrol 
engine which produces just shy of 190bhp. 

Though that might not sound impressive straight away, 
the torque figure certainly is - 320Nm. This is the most use¬ 
ful part of the car, and it means that the little Cupra has more 
than enough grunt to handle almost every situation. 

I was handed a car with under 200 miles on the clock, 
which means it’s in that irritating running-in period. You’ve 
got to keep the revs and the speed in check, and this can be 
close to infuriating in a hot hatch. 

That said, with the amount of torque mentioned, it’s an 
easy car in which to travel along briskly without really need¬ 
ing to stress the engine. This also makes it immensely easy 
to drive on the motorway, and thanks to a sixth gear it’s qui¬ 
et, too. 

System 

The interior of the car is solid, and features a large in¬ 
fotainment screen that incorporates Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto. It’s a system that works really well, and the 
sound it emits isn’t half bad either. 

The seats aren’t too heavily bolstered, as is on-trend with 
hot hatches of late, but that isn’t such a bad thing - they still 
do the job just fine. 

Everything feels as though it’s had a good amount of 
thought lavished upon it, so it’s worth paying to appreciate 
what’s on offer. 

So what are the initial impressions of the Cupra? Well, 
it’s a car that does anything but become unstuck around 
the bends. 

Even keeping the revs low, you can easily carry speed 
through the twisty stuff thanks to handling that is confidence 
inspiring at all times. There’s great weight to the steering, 
and this can be increased by pressing the Sport button on 
the dash. 

It also sounds like a proper hatch. We’re quite sure it fea¬ 
tures some piped-in noise, but from the outside it certainly 
gives off a sporty exhaust note. Just what a hot hatch needs, 
then. 

On a recent trip to Silverstone it coped just fine with mo¬ 
torway miles, riding well on some less-than-perfect surfac¬ 
es. I wasn’t able to get it out on to the track (and I think the 
factory fresh gearbox will thank me for that) but I’ve got an 
inkling that it would be a hoot on the circuit. One day soon, 
perhaps. 

I’m looking forward to seeing how the Cupra loosens up 
over time. 

We’ll be pitting it against some rivals shortly, and I’m quite 
sure it’ll hold its own.

HALESOWEN Athletic Club can look 
back on a rich and proud history and, 
judging by the amount of young talent on 
the club’s books, the future is shaping up 
nicely as well.

Honour 

Price’s contribution was officially recognised re¬ 
cently when a plaque in his memory was unveiled in 
Halesowen town centre and the entrance to the club 
was renamed in his honour. 

But having witnessed a fitting nod to the past, 
Weaver and the 15-strong committee are determined 
to drive the club forward and increase their 400-plus 
membership. 

The club participates in a number of leagues in¬ 
cluding the Birmingham and District Cross Country 
League, West Midlands Young Athletes Cross Coun¬ 
try League, Heart of England Young Athletes League 
and were promoted to the Premier Division of the 
Youth Development League for this year’s track and

field season. “It’s a really vibrant club with lots of 
different age groups,” said Weaver. 

“It’s one of the few places where there is a mix 
of people of different ages and from different back¬ 
grounds. The atmosphere is really good. 

“One of the things I would like us to do is bridge the 
gap between the youngsters and the club stalwarts. 

“We have a thriving junior section and then the 
older members and stalwarts from 35-40 upwards. 

“It’s the late 20 and early 30s area where we would 
like to get more people.” 

While Weaver is seeking to increase adult member¬ 
ship, there is an endless supply of young talent on the 
club’s books. 

They include the Oliarnyk sisters - 14-year-old 
pentathlete Iris and sprinter Josie, 16 - sprinter 
Charles Hilliard and 400m runner Joe Rogers. 

“We have a lot of talented youngsters,” added 
Weaver. “Joe represented England at under-18 level 
last year at 400m and Charles, Iris and Josie all won 
medals at the England national indoor champion¬ 
ships in Sheffield in February.” 

Under-15 athlete Tristan Dunn is another promis¬ 
ing youngster having been ranked first in the UK last 


year in both the hammer and shot. The recent cross 
country season saw Halesowen’s under-17 girls team 
take the title with Lily Higgins winning the league 
series. Halesowen as a whole finished fifth out of the 
21 teams that take part across the four age groups. 

“We are very pro-active in terms of identifying 
talent and we also have good links with the local 
schools,” said Weaver. 

“We run a Saturday club for youngsters up to the 
age of 13. They can just come and sample various 
events without specialising too early. It’s a pathway 
into the club without being competitive. 

“If they show any promise then they can go along 
on a Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday night or whatever 
and have specialised coaching for the event they are 
good at. We have good coaches here and a wide range 
of coaches.” 

Record 

But the success is not confined to the youngsters. 

Alan Smallwood competes in the over-70 race-walk¬ 
ing events and in 1993 he set an all-time record in the 
over-50s age category in the 3000m (13.06) which still 
stands today. 

Marc Turner, who now races in the over-40s age 
category, has been running alongside the best in the 
UK for a number of years and won a silver medal in 
the 800m at last year’s World Masters. 

“One of the big things about the club is that you 
don’t have to be a competitive runner,” Weaver said. 

“We deal with the elite end of athletics, but also 
welcome the mass participation runners who just 
want to get fit and don’t want to compete. 

“We are not an elite club. Some people might feel 
it’s a bit intimidating to join a club, but it’s not. 

“If they take the courage to come down they will be 
made more than welcome.”
